Rrv. E. F. Church Delivers Inspiring Message at 
Remembrance Day Service Held in Christ 
v Church Cathedral—Color? Presented 


UP OD’S greatest gift to man is tomorrow. Tomorrow. 

Ij with all its hopes and aspirations; the future with its 
possibilities for good or evil.** This was the keynote 
of the sermon delivered by Rev. E. P. Church at the Remem¬ 
brance Day service held in Christ Church Cathedral. Sunday 
afternoon, and which was attended by representatives from 
Government House, Premier T. D. Pattullo and members of 
the Provincial Cabinet; Mayor David Learning and members 
of the City Council; representatives from the navy and 
militia, war veterans and the general public. 


The service was under civic aus¬ 
pices and was purely non-denomina¬ 
tional. It was held foe the purpose 
of commemorating Armistice 
the end of four yean of bloody 
such as the world had never 
before. It was held, also, to keep 
alive the purpose for which the war 
was foucht. ana to urt* the public 
generally to aspire toward interna¬ 
tional peace and good will. 

KXPBEHH APPRECIATION 
Mr. Church, prior to his sermon, 
expressed hi* appreciation to the 
city and Christ Church Cathedral 
for making the service possible, and 
took the occasion to voice the con¬ 
fiscation's pleasure at having pres¬ 
ent Rt Rev. C. D. Schofield. Bishop 
af Columbia, who conducted 
service 

Mr. Church took for his text the 
eighteenth verse of chapter eleven 
*irom the Book of Number*, which 


“And say unto the people. Sanc¬ 
tify yourselves against tomorrow, 
and ye shall eat flesh " 

Mr. Church Interpreted this pas¬ 
sage of Scripture as Inspiring the 
people with the feeling that Ood 
promised a tomorrc <r. 

"The best thing we possess Is the 
future. The past Is beyond alter¬ 
ing The present Is In the making 
The future holds the possibilities 
for good or evil. Tomorrow Is our 
greatest hope," 

U was characteristic of the human 
rase to live in the future, the 
speaker said, “for In tomorrow we 
have hope, as against a bad today 
and an unalterable yesterday." 

Tomorrow life begins again. The 
best gift Ood could give was tomor¬ 
row. Without tomorrow we have 


ANHWUU CYNIC* 

To the cynic the future meant 
nothing HU viewpoint was that 
life might just as well stop, since 
without a tomorrow there could be 
no hope. Mr. Church quoted 
Shakespeare. Omar Khayyam and 
tocher Lampoon to illustrate how 
futile was the outlook of a cynic. 


Ood had provided a future for 
young and old.

Church declared, adding that it was

Either because of a close censorship or the 
character of the operations, there Is but little 
known of the actual progress of the Italo-Ethio- 
plan War. The correspondents at the seats of war 
have not covered themselves with glory In their 
writings. There are prolonged lapses of news 
from Ethiopia. Since Adowa was captured, a 
victory that seems to have been largely bloodless, 
news has trickled through in a very sparing 
faahlon. The occupation of Aksum was not a 
victory, though has provided the Italians with 
an air base on Ethiopian soli from which they 
can extend their air offensive. As a matter of fact 
the advance of the Italians In the north has been 
slow, indicating the nature of the ground that it 
is necessary to cover and the difficulties in con¬ 
solidating the new positions won. Up to the pres¬ 
ent there has been nothing in the nature of a 
main engagement, which is probably due to 
Ethiopian military strategy. 

Italy has three army corps operating In the 
north, and therefore the problem of supply Is a 
difficult one. So far whatever Is known of the 
situation, and It is little enough, seems to sug¬ 
gest that there Is still a vast no man's land be¬ 
tween the Italian and the Ethiopian Armies. If 
it is true that the Italians have yet to cover fifty 
or sixty miles before they meet with any orga¬ 
nised resistance, the nature of their task becomes 
apparent, because all the time they are being 
harrasaed in a guerrilla campaign which must be 
racking to the nerves of any army. The longer 
Italian Unee of communication are extended 
the more vulnerable they will become. That Is 
what the Ethiopians are counting on. and they 
remain quite unperturbed by air attacks. In the 
south, the advance of Oeneral Orazlani's forces 
has been slowed down by the rains, and the at¬ 
tack In that direction is being carried on with 
the utmost caution. Italy Is reckoning on a long¬ 
distance air barrage to weaken the morale of 
the Ethiopians. What the Italians are aiming at 
in the south is to reach JIJiga and to sever the 
Ethiopians' line of munition supply from over¬ 
seas through Berbers. The Italians are also 
hoping to cut another line of supply from the 
Soudan by their advance from the north. It Is 
these threats that must eventually be met by the 
Ethiopians. In the meantime the plan of cam¬ 
paign leaves much to be understood. There never 
was a war in which, in modern times, the world 
was so 111 served with news 


SIR CHARLES KINGSFORD-SMITH 


Hope has weU nigh been abandoned for 81r 
Charles Kingsford-Smith, the most noted of all 
aviators, who disappeared over the Bay of Bengal 
last week and has not been heard of since. He 
was accompanied in his attempt to beat the 
England-to-Australia record by Mr. Tom Pethy- 
bridge as co-pilot. When he was last heard of 
!*• *** traveling fast and had every chance of 
making better time than the 8cott-Campbell 
airplane which won the Melbourne Centenary 
air race. If It is unfortunately true that 8lr 
CbWIe • Kingsford-Smith and hit companion 
have been killed, the world has lost its premier 
pilot and aviation its most notable character. 

8ir Charles Kingsford-Smith had a list of 
achievements to his credit equaled by no living 
aviator and never surpassed in the history of 
the science. He was a pioneer in every sense of 
the word. Not only was he Intrepid as a pilot, 
but he had an almost uncanny knowledge of 
what to expect while flying, and his appreciation 
of the mechanical abiUty of his machine was 
uncqualed. He was in every respect the flyer 
equipped In an all-round way and possessed of 
all the human elemenU that go to the make-up 
of the perfect airman. HU loss is as heavy a loss 
as aviation could suffer. In an age of daring, in 
forwarding the science of aeronautics, 8lr Charles 
Kingsford-8mith was well in the van. That was 
agreed by all nations. HU death U an Interna¬ 
tional calamity, for he was one of the blazers of 
trails who make the hUtory of civilisation's ad¬ 
vance in the realm of transportation. 


book week 


The annual Book Week arranged by the Cana¬ 
dian Authors’ Association has become an estab¬ 
lished thing in the record of efforts to arouse a 
greater amount of public Interest in the literary 
works of people of thU country. It U a slow ♦i rk 
building up a national literature. It has been the 
experience of Canada that some, perhaps the 
moet noted, of Its novelUts have left the country 
and settled down where there are larger popula¬ 
tions to buy their productions. That U a condi¬ 
tion that will not be overcome for many decades. 
Book Week has been devised In the hope that 
there will be such a public sentiment created as 
will have the effect of giving encouragement to 
Canadian writers to stay at home by aasurlng 
them of a profitable field for their efforts. More¬ 
over, It U held annually so that writers will feel 
they have encouragement to Intensify their ap¬ 
preciation of the wealth of material that can be 
found at home as the groundwork for their plots 
UUpossible that Book Week has not been given 
sufficient publicity Assuredly its objects are not 
widely enough known. There are no lack of 
writers In Canada, and a fab proportion of these 
are successful writers. Only a handful of them 
have a really national refutation. It Is to foster 
national reputation that look Week should have 
a special mission and also to stress on writers as 
a whole the need for Intensive study and as wide 
an experience of their fellow-men as it is possible 
to acquire If they are to be successful In the 
literary workL There Is no doyal road to such 
writing as will arrest public attention. It is. In 
the vast majority of cbm* a matter of laborious 
effort, of long apprenticeship, of complete ab¬ 
sorption. of alertness, of recognition of human 
qualities in their diversities and of that command 
of words Which Is only acquired through study. 


To attain national recognition it Is necessary for 
any writer to establish a standard. For the 
permanence of his works that standard must be 
very high. It Is all a question of very hard work 
and of concentration as well as of ability. These 
are considerations that should be taken into 
account by any writer before he commits himself 
to the task as a life career. These are the con¬ 
siderations that Book Week should emphasise. 
It has more than one object, but none so Im¬ 
portant as this.

MEDICINE DRINKERS 


Medical health insurance In England has made 
the country a nation of medicine drinkers. Sir 
Kingsley Wood, the Minister of Health, Is respon¬ 
sible for this statement. In dealing with the 
figures of the London Insurance Committee he 
pointed out that since 1917-1918 the number of 
medical practitioners has increased from 1,300 to 
2,174, and payments have gone up from £406,000 
to £700,000. The number of chemists has In¬ 
creased from 751 to over 1,035. Seventeen years 
ago the prescriptions dispensed totalled 4,377,000, 
and last year they numbered 8,482,000. 

In England, Sir Kingsley Wood says, the people 
have become confirmed medicine drinkers. He 
does not believe this Is a good thing. A visit to 
the doctor Is regarded as synonymous with the re¬ 
ceipt of medicine. In Scotland It Is different. 
There is no such love there for bottles of medi¬ 
cine. The cost In England of medicine dispensed 
per head exceeds that In Scotland by approxl 
mately fifty-eight per cent. 8ir Kingsley cannot 
account for this difference in price. The stan¬ 
dard of treatment of disease In Scotland Is no 
lower and the results no less satisfactory than In 
England. It is a question of the habits of the 
people. For his part he would prefer to see the 
people drinking more milk an&Jess medicine. A 
considerable portion of the drugs could be elim¬ 
inated without detriment and with advantage to 
the proper treatment of people. It appears that 
state health Insurance gives a big fillip to the 
drug industry.

The room was 
decorated and the table beautifully 
laid with A white cloth and vs 
of flowers. Mr* Edenshaw didn't 
talk much, aa she only knew a few 
words of English, but the tool 
very handsome and dignified and 
listened aa though she understood 
more than she could apeak. Ed< 
shaw himself, however, carved the 
customary turkey and carried on the 
conversation with perfect ease and 
self-possession, making as well-bred, 
charming and Interesting a host as 
one could find anywhere. 

A few years before his daughter 
had married a white man, a young 
surveyor on the island, and at the 
wedding breakfast Edenshaw 1 
made a speech, in which he quoted 
thorn lines from Tennyson's ' Prin 
cess” referring to the position of 
woman in regard to man aa that of 
"noble music set to perfect word* 

A few days later the Hogans asked 
Edenshaw In to spend the evening 
and we had some music. He had a 
fine voice, and It was strange to 
watch him standing beside Mrs. 
Hogan at the piano, in faultless 
evening dress, while she played his 
accompaniments and singing such 
songs as "Drink to Me Only With 
Thine Eyes’’ and "Sally to Our 
Alley.” when one realised that his 
grandfather, and perhaps even bis 
uncles, had gone on scalping 
pedltlon* among the neighboring 
tribes, who all fled at the cry, "The 
Haida* are out!"

Arising from the discussion of a 
new deal for British Columbia, the 
study by the Local Council of 
of the British North 
was carried to a sec* 
i yesterday when Dr Olga 
Jardine gave a comprehensive and 
most able review of the powers con¬ 
ferred on the Province by this act. 

Of special interest wss that part 
devoted to the exclusive powers of 
Provincial Legislatures. Provinces 
might make laws in relation to 
amendments to the constitution of 
the province, except as regarded the 
office of Lieutenant-Oovemor; direct 
taxation within the province to 
raise revenue for provincial pur 
poses; borrowing of money on sole 
credit of the province; establishment 
of the tenure o' provincial offices 
and appointment and payment of 
officers; management and sale of 
public lands belonging to the prov¬ 
ince -and of the timber thereon; 
management of public and reforma¬ 
tory prisons in and for the province; 
establishment, maintenance and 
management of hospitals, charities 
and asylums In and for the pr 
ince—other than the marine hospi¬ 
tals; municipal Institutions In the 
provinces shop, saloon, tavern, auc¬ 
tioneer and other licenses for the 
raising of revenue for local munld 
pal and provincial purposes, and in 
corporation of companies

This multiplicity of designs and 
styles is very confusing to the lay¬ 
man who Is taking a very great risk 
in removing tubes from his radio 
unless he knows exactly where to 
replace them. Cases are occurlng 
daily were uninformed radio owners 
have removed tubes from their sets 
and have replaced them In 
wrong socket, causing damage to 
the tubes and very often to the 
radio. 

Showing how simple It Is to cause 
wh damage Is a recent cast 
where a radio owner burned out four 
number 226 tubes. In a few minutes 
a radio owner had removed the 
number 226 tubes and a number 171 
tube from his radio and as both 
these two styles of tubes have simi¬ 
lar bases, he became coofueed. In¬ 
serted the 226 tubes one at a time in 
the 171 soocket and as the voltage 
was almost three times what it 
should have been this burned the 
tubes out ss fast sa they were put in. 

Rather expensive experiment you 
will say. The only safe way to test 
tubes, therefore, is to have them 
tested In your home by a man who 
is a specialist at the Job. This re¬ 
lieves you of all w o rry, uncertainty 
and unnecessary expense.

The cause of undernutrition 1% not 
completely known because a number 
of factors may enter into It. Among 
the suspected causes are (a) over- 
activity of certain ductless glands 
(thyroid In the neck for exnmple). 
(B) peculiarity of the nervous 
system: <c) getting an insufficient 
amount of the right kind of food. 

Sometimes cases thought to be due 
to gland disturbance or to the fact 
that the individual was of the “ner¬ 
vous” type, have been found to be 
really due to a lack of good body 
building food. 

I have mentioned before the re- 
-earch work of Drs J. M. Strang 
and F. A. Evans, aa recorded in An¬ 
nals of Internal Medicine, with a 
group of twenty-one undernourished 1 
office patients These patient* 
were given a diet containing suf¬ 
ficient body building and ehergy 
giving foods with very gratifying 
results In weight Increase. During 
an average period of eleven weeks 
the average increase in weight was 
seventeen per cent, or about one and 
ihrfe-quarter pounds per week. 
Stmillar results were obtained in a 
group of eighteen hospital patients; 
their average body weight increase 
was thirteen per cent in s period of 
five weeks. 

In addition to gaining weight 
many different symptoms disappear¬ 
ed, “the patients expressing a feel 
ing of well being, and they became 
more resistant to fatigue and to in 
feetkm.” 

That the rate at which the body 
procemes work (metabolic rate) had 
nothing to do with causing their un¬ 
derweight was shown by the fact 
that this rate was about normal or 
slightly below normal. 

Further, careful measurements 
showing the relation of the total 
weight of the food eaten to the total 
wastes from the Intestine 
that ninety-two per oent of the food 
was digested and absorbed Into the 
hood during the period of treatment 
This shows that the atomach and 
Intestine, in fact tha whole digestive 
system, was Just as efficient as those 
of normal Individuals. 

These experiments show that when 
diets are scientifically arranged, and 
followed faithfully, definite gains in 
weight can be made by the majority 
of underweights 

Now the foods eaten to Increase 
weight must not only supply energy 
and repair worn-out body cells but 
must contain an extra amount of 
tha foods that can be stored In the 
body aa fat Poods that will leave 
something to be stored aa fat are 
butter.

One came a few 
minutes before they landed, when 
they wirelessed that the huge bal¬ 
loon snd gondola—with an overall 
height equivalent to that of a thirty- 
one-story buildIng -was plummeting 
downward 500 feet to the minute. 

But it nosed into the farm land 
without mishap and this word was 
wirelessed to anxious colleagues: 
Very nice landing " 

BIG CROWB GATHERS 
An army plane piloted by Captain 
H. K. Bailey, which had followed the 
big helium-filled balloon craft scud¬ 
ding across the skies like a meteor, 
electrified the oountryside. By fopt 
and by car. the curious raced to the 
prairie twelve miles from here to see 
the aviators end their epochal trip. 
A line of cars nearly four miles long 
was reported jamming the narrow- 
country road within an hour or so 
of the trip's ending. 

The flyers went at once to the 
John Metheye farm, near Stlckney. 
They jumped into a farmer’s car 
and started for White Lake for "rest 
and refreshments." 

They reached their pinnacle—far

It proceeded satisfactorily for a 
time 

But anxiety swelled after some 
two hours. Stevens wirelessed the 
balloon was at the 23.000-foot level 
and "dropping too fast." Poi 
eral frenzied moments the duo 
tossed out ballast. The downward 
rush of 500 feet a minute wi 
braked. 

THROW INSTRUMENTS OUT 

A thousand feet from the earth 
the aeronauts climbed out of the 
gondola. They threw over their 
scientific instruments, which wafted 
to the sod on parachutes. 

During the half-hour they were 
at the pinnacle of their ascent, 
sealed in their nine-foot metal 
prison dangling by hempen threads 
from the world’s largest free bal 
loon, the aviators made rapid fire 
scientific observations. Above and 
beyond stretched a black infinity. 
Below, the Western Nebraska sand¬ 
hills were obscured by a vague ex¬ 
panse of white veering into blue 
8ixty-eight below zero cold sur¬ 
rounded the ship as K moved gently 
like a tailed. 315-foot comet. Inside 
it was 19 degrees above zero but. 
the flyers calmly reported over the 
wireless, they were quite "comfort 
able" in their fur-lined flying suits. 

At 1:05 pm —five hours and five 
minutes after they had vaulted 
from a natural bow! In the Black 
Hills near Rapid City, and whisked 
aloft at a speed that at times 
reached 500 feet a minute, the voice 
of 8tevens broadcast from the top 
rung of aviation's Jacob’s ladder 
"We’re starting down now."

Those who recalled the ill-starred 
finale of the same pair’s 1934 ven¬ 
ture Into the stratosphere—when 
their balloon ripped open 
feet over Nebraska and they were 
forced to ball out in parachutes— 
crossed fingers. 

It was apparent the descent was 
proceeding too rapidly. The officers 
dropped some of their scientific In¬ 
struments. Anderson reported they 
were having some "difficulty" try 
tng to brake the drop to 300 to 400 
feet a minute, because they were 
still in the "iso-thermal" layer 
That was the 1:30 p.m. report from 
66.000 feet. An anxious Interlude 
followed. Then, at 2:47 pm., they

The flight 
was sponsored by the National 
Geographic Society and the United 
States Army Air Corps.

REPLACING BLUEJACKETS 
Japanese marines now in Shang¬ 
hai reached more than 3,000 with 
the arrival of 500 more marines. 
Officers of the Japanese navy said, 
however, that they were merely re- 
placements for as many bluejackets 
who are to depart for Japan on 
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General T. Ishli, of Japan, called 
upon General Wu Teh Chen, mayor 
of Shanghai, today, and urged re¬ 
doubled efforts in the hunt for the 
slayer of Nakayama. The dead 
rlne was burled with full naval hon¬ 
ors today. 

Chinese, alarmed by the presence 
of the Japanese military foroe, con¬ 
tinued to flock Into the Interna¬ 
tional Settlement for safety. 

A LOCAL IS8UR 

(Officials of the Chinese National 
Government at Nanking said the 
slaying was a local issue, to be han¬ 
dled by Shanghai authorities, and 
expressed hope that it would remain 
a local matter.) 

A spokesman for the Japanese 
military attache called the anti. 
Japanese demonstration "a violation 
of the Chinese Government's assur¬ 
ances regarding suspension of anti- 
Japanese organisations." He 
the anti-Japanese pamphlets were 
signed by the ‘‘Anti-Japanese Na¬ 
tional Salvation Association’’ and 
this body probably had close ties 
with the Kuomlntang (dominant 
Chinese political party). 

TURNS DOWN PROPOSALS 
(Ooprricht. lass. Sr lint Km Ac«ner) 

TOKIO, Nov. 11 (CP-Havas). — 
Japan today formally turned down 
a proposal attributed to Great Brit¬ 
ain that Japan Join with other 
powers in granting a loan to China 
to aid in the stabilization of Chinese 
currency. At the same time, warlike 
Intentions in Shanghai were denied 
by Japanese paval authorities. 

In a note shortly to be forwarded 
to the British Government. Japan. 
It was understood, will state that 
any Chinese financial reforms 
based on foreign credits would be 
regarded as prejudicial to Chinas 
‘rehabilitation" and would In reality 
constitute the first step in the con¬ 
trol of China by the great powers. 

FOLLOWS CONVERSATIONS 

This decision was announced fol¬ 
lowing consultation between the 
Finance Ministry and the Foreign 
Office concerning conver sa tions be 
tween Amirs Ariyoshi. the Japanese 
ambassador at Nanking, and Sir 
Frederick Leith-Ross. British Treas¬ 
ury official. A similar conversation 
waa held last week between Sir 
Robert Clive, British ambassador 
In Tokio. and the Foreign Office. 

Naval authorities denied that the 
Japanese navy contemplated any 
direct action at Shanghai In con¬ 
nection with the murder last Satur¬ 
day of Htdeo Nakayama. a Japanese 
bluejacket.
